Notwithstanding largo wages aud good

The station agent called him back 


when he had gone down off the steps,

station of the California end of the line. 
It has a foot like a " fifteenth amend- 
ment," and is as largo as a Kerry cow.

and Capt. Yore went straight toward 
him.

Yore never 


moved. 
The little snipe of a dog bit 


the bear on the heel again. Yore un- 
loaded on him. The bear slapped him- 
self on the other shoulder and straight- 
ened up as if to go quickly at Yore. 
Then the beast broke through the snow 
and most disappeared from our sight. 
He tumbled and rolled and waltzed 
around. 
The old Californians were 


almost breathless with fright. 
"The 


bear is trampling out a place to fight; 
run, run!" they screamed to Yore, but 
he stood motionless as a statue. 
The 


little dog Hew around the top of the 
pit the bear had made and barked. 
Presently the bear put out his head to 
get his assailant's position, and, fixing 
his eyes on Yore, he crawled up out of 
his hole in the snow. 
He had just 


steadied himself on his four legs when 
the dog bit him once more, and Yoro 
let him have it again, quick as a flash, 
the.moment he turned, and another 
time tho grizzly slapped himself with 
his paw, indicating he had been hit. He 
started on a trot toward Yore, who now 
had four loads left in his riilc. 
Twice 


again the dog bit the bear, and at each 
time as he turned Yore unloaded into 
him, bringing his rifle up to his face as 
quicky as if he threw a weaver's shuttle- 
After he had fired the fourth load and 
the grizzly's pace was not slackened up 
much, as you could scarcely notice his 
limp, Yore turned to move back a few 
paces, and as he did so he broke 
through the snow and went down to his 
armpits. 
The passengers, expecting 


every moment to see the infuriated 
monster crush poor Yore, covered their 
eyes in perfect terror. 


The bear had got within a few yards 


• of Yore, and but a few seconds would 


decide it. 
The dog bit him again, and 


Yore, who had the rifle firmly sighted, 
poured it into him, two loads in quick 
succession, and stretched him, as he 
was almost at the end of the rifle.

The Dare-Devil Forrest. 
Origin ol' 


AN ex-Confederate officer says in the 


Cincinnati Ew/uircr: 
No man exacted 


stricter obedience or more thoroughly 
maintained it. He brooked no disobe- 
dience of his own orders, and he re- 
sented their infraction with character- 
istic fire. 
When his command needed supplies 


he stopped on no technicalities of ob- 
struction to obtain them. The writer 
well remembers once sending a requisi- 
tion for food and forage to an officer at 
one of the railroad stations, and was re- 
fused on the grounds that the supplies 
belonged to an infantry command in the 
rear. "Forrest having failed in the same 
manner to obtain needed provisions, 
coolly took what he wished without fur- 
ther parley, stating that if any com- 
plaint was made he (General 1'orrest) 
was responsible. 
His services were so 


valuable that his summary methods were 
overlooked. 
He said to the writer in 


explanation of his taking these supplic 
that ho never hesitated to override for 
malities when he deemed it necessary 
that he would break a thousand of them 
at any cost to himself before his men and 
horses should suffer for want of subsist- 
ence, and that the infantry in camp 
could get plenty more, while his men, 
always in active service on the front, 
could not obtain supplies all the time. 


Another instance of his disregard of 


rules was that he allowed his men to ab- 
sent themselves just when he pleased. 
He had his troops on hand on all neces- 
sary occasions for march or fighting pi- 
picket duty. He would turn a whole 
reo-iment loose for a day or two when in 
the vicinity of their homes, or when they 
could be spared, and this when there 
were positive orders againstit from army 
headquarters. 
And the practical result 


of it was that it absolutely benefited the 
service; it satisfied and encouraged, tho 
men, 
and made them better soldiers. 


No General punished desertion more se- 
verely or demanded harder service, and 
none'took more responsibility in behalf 
of the comfort or pleasure of his com- 
mand. 


While the writer connected lines with 


Forrest the scouts of that officer were 
constantly in front and rear. 
Forrest 


not or.ly ruconnoitorcd his own ground, 
but that of every body else. Ilij search 
for information wa.s unceasing. 
It was 


this restless watchfulness and inquiry 
that, constituted one of his chief traits. 
His scouts were ubiquitous. They went 
every where, and they exhausted every 
source of news. 
Wherever he went 


ho had 
every road, patch, 
thicket 


and point of observation or approach, 
front, Hank and rear, picketed, and in 
addition his scouts swarmed for miles 
around, sending bulletins to him hourly. 


Just before the battle, of Chickamauga, 


the writer was in command of.a brigade 
of cavalry at Alpine, Ga. Forrest passed 
by going"to the front,and inquired of him 
the condition of matters and the news of 
the enemy. Ho received all of the in- 
formation obtainable, and as he started 
off to the front he bowed adieu and said : 
"I believe I will go and give them fel- 
lows a dar'. "

Crow." 


"Eating- BfKW 


INQUIRIES are made as to the origin of 


"eating crow," as used in modern poli- 
tics. 
The first allusion to " eating 


crow" was made in the Knickerbocker 
Magazine, a little more than a quarter 
of a century ago.

While you are wait- 
ing for this, plant and train morning- 
glories, honey-suckles, mountain-fringe, 
or some of the pretty annual climbers. 
A village or country home is shamefully 
blind to is privileges that does not have 
a vine-curtained porch in which to sit, 
with its outstanding invitations to. the 
humming-birds, wrens, bumble-bees and 
buttcrllies.

UoiA'iis Modical Colleges hi I'liilii- 


dclpliia. 


Foil twelve or fifteen years Philadel- 


phia has been the scat of a number of 
medical colleges that flooded the coun- 
try with spurious diplomas. The Leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania tried, in 187^, 
to suppress the institutions, but failed, 
and they have been run ever since on 
legally issued charters. The authorities 
declared themselves powerless to stop 
it. 
Six months ago the city editor of 


the Record, John Morris, called the at- 
tention of Attorney-General Palmer to 
these concerns, and the grave necessity 
for their suppression. But the State had 
no evidence against them, and the At- 
torney-General 
had no money with 


which to proceed. Then the Uncord of- 
fered to advance the money to the Com- 
monwealth upon promise of reimburse- 
ment by the State Legislature, and the 
work 
was 
begun. 
To-day 
it 


culminated 
in 
proceedings 
which 


will wipe out five spurious medical 
colleges, and in the arrest of John Buch- 
anan, Dean of the American University 
at Philadelphia and the .Eclectic Medi- 
cal College of Pennsylvania. 
He was 


also President of the" National Eclectic 
Medical Association, which issued di- 
plomas, and under the alias of J:imes 
Murray, D. D.., he acted as Dean of a 
concern issuing its diplomas as the Liv- 
ingstone University of America. Two 
others of tho faculty, Charles S. Polk 
and John J. Seggins, were arrested, and 
six others of the faculty are still at 
large, apparently out of the reach of the 
police. 


The Record of to-morrow morning will 


publish a full expose. 
Its city editor 


has prepared evidence which it is al- 
leged will show^.tlie sales of forty-two 
diplomas to various persons. 
He gives 


the names of eleven others to whom tho 
diplomas were offered, and the names 
of eleven agents who were acting for 
Buchanan. The Record man himself set 
the trap which resulted in Buchanan's 
arrest. For §75 he obtained throe med- 
ical diplomas, one in English from the 
the Eclectic Medical College of Pennsyl- 
vania, a regularly chartered institution, 
one from tho American University of 
Philadelphia, in English, and another 
from the National Eclectic Medical As- 
sociation. 


One feauiro-of-Uie .proceeding is that 


while the last named concern wan'or- 
ganized in 1S79, its diploma to the news- 
paper man is dated 1S78. All purported 
to show that the newspaper man, under 
the name of Dr. John Fanning, of Tip- 
pccanoe County, Ind., studied medicine, 
for three years, had attended two full 
courses of lectures, and had passed a 
satisfactory examination in on eh of the 
seven branches of medicine. 
Not satis- 


lied with this evidence, he sent letters 
under the name of Dr. Geo. A. Dawson, 
apparently belonging to Chester Court 
House, S. C., asking for degrees. 
For 


$1.50 
he obtained five degrees, two of 


Doctor of Medicine, one Doctor of Di- 
vinity, one Doctor of Laws, and one 
Doctor of Civil Law. The final letter 
in this transaction passed through the 
mail, Dr. Buchanan receipting for it. 
lie also deposited the diplomas in the 
mail to be delivered to the spurious 
doctor in South Carolina. Special Pos- 
tal Agent Barrett, Chief of Police (riven, 
a Deputy United States Marshal, and 
the newspaper man walked into IJuch- 
anan's place this afternoon, arrested 
him, and then captured about halt' a 
ton of spurious diplomas with a mass of 
correspondence, showing the traffic in 
diplomas and the sale of about 3,000 
sheepskins. 
Hearings will be held to- 


morrow, and proceedings will be started 
by the Record through the . Attorney- 
General to wipe out five of the colleges.

Two slaves brought a silver jug con- 


taining rosewater, which was poured 
over our hands ; we then sat down at a 
cloth, spread as usual on the iloor. 
Large dishes oi rice, boiled to perfec- 
tion, fowls and meat cooked in every 
manner possible ; all dishes highly col- 
ored with saffron, and very much flav- 
ored with mint; fruit with mutton.dates 
with eggs, every thing very greasy; 
large flat cakes of bread which served 
for plates. 
The guests plunged their 


hands into the rice, tore a piece of meat 
off where they liked, and ate very much 
andivery fast. My knife and fork were 
much approvedof.as keeping one's hands 
clean. Several tried to use them, but as 
they had a very indefinite notion of tho 
use of. the knife, I was not surprised to 
see one lip bleeding. 
My hostess tore 


off all the choicest bits, and piled them 
on my plate, sweets and meats all at 
once. We had sherbet-and-water passed 
round in wooden bowls. 
I was not in- 


vitedjto drink with them, but a glass 
bowl, holding about a quart, was put 
before me, containing most excellent 
sherbet made of limes. Everyone, hav- 
ing eaten plentifully, stood up and 
thanked the. hostess, who led the way 
into a large 
cool 
room* with a 


tank in the center; cushions were 
laid 
about, 
and 
then 
all 
soon 
composed themselves for their siesta, 
and for two hours every thing was quiet. 
On waking up, rosewater was again 
brought, and brown powder, which the 
ladies dusted over their hands and faces. 
We then went to another room, where 
we found a band of musicians, who 
played in a very monotonous way for 
some time ; it seemed to give great 
satisfaction to most of those present, 
who clapped their hands and screamed 
for more. A collection was again made 
for the performers. 
Servants entered 


with trays o£ cherries, plums and nuts ; 
the hostess gave a portion to each guest, 
the more favored ones getting about 
double. A walk in the garden was then 
proposed ; all the veils were put on for 
fear of meeting any one, and we went 
out into a very fine garden full of fruit 
trees, water running between eacli row; 
the shade and coolness were very grate- 
ful. 
After a time out here, one is at no 


loss to wonder why tho Persians are so 
fond of trees and water. 
The garden 


must have been about forty acres in 
extent; half was planted with vines. 
The hostess gathered several grapes and 
gave them to me, very small and sour ; 
I passed them on, and they were soon 
eaten. Unripe fruit is much liked, and 
eaten generally with salt. Wo returned 
to the house for tea, which was served 
boiling hot in cups like a doll's, with tinj 
spoons. The tea was very sweet and made 
with rosewater. No milk was to be had. 
Half an hour later excellent ices wore 
brought, and the clever way in winch 
the ladies ate them with their fingers 
excited no small surprise in my mind. 
There was a sv.rcarn running in front of 
the room, and one lady suggested that 
they should all adjourn to the side of it 
ana sit with their feet in the water. This 
was accordingly done. 
I had many 


pressing invitations to remove my boots 
and do the same, which I declined. 
Now the talking was fast and loud; 
every sort of trick was played on their 
neighbors by those near them ; snow 
was thrown about — not made into a 
ball, 'but in a loose mass. 
I showed 


them how to make A ball, which greatly 
pleased them. 
They improved on my 


pattern by patting green plums in the 
center. At this game they played for 
some time ; then the duties of the toilet 
appeared to have a claim on them, and 
from every pocket appeared a small 
mirror, pots, and papers containing 
powders and unguents for the beautify- 
ing of their faces. 
The contemplation 


of their charms,;, when freshly touched 
up, affordiKl them the greatest satisfac- 
tion. I made a remark as to the length 
of one lady's hair. 
In a minute every 


head was uncovered, in order that I 
might judge of the merits of each one.

FEATHEK pillows can be clennod and 


purified without removing tho feathers, 
by taking the pillows, laying them in 
the bath-tub, scrubbing them with a 
scrubbing brush dipped in a solution of 
two tablcspoonfuls of ammonia to half 
a pail of warm water antl rinse them 
thoroughly. 
Lay them out on the grass 


to dry, turning them frequently; and at 
tho last pin them to the line for a num- 
ber of days, and when quite dry boat them 
with a rod. This is to disentangle and 
lighten tho feathers. 


PICKLEU CIIEUUIES.—Take fine ripe 


cherries witli stems on, and to each 
quart allow a pint of good vinegar and 
a coffeecupful of white suo-ar. Boil 
sugar and vinegar together ton minutes, 
skimming as needed. 
Pour cold over 


the cherries. 
Spice may bo added if 


you please, but tlie stones give a pleas- 
ant flavor of themselves. 


WOOD AND SOIL.—It is worth bearing 


in mind, that in wood of the samo 
species there is a great difference, ac- 
cording to tho soil in which they grow. 
A tree that grows on wot, rich land, 
will be less solid and less durable for 
fuel and therefore of less value than a 
tree of tho same kind that grows on a 
dry and pure soil. To the ordinary pur- 
chaser, oak is oak, and pine is pino; but 
for house use, the tree grown on dry up- 
and,_arid standing apart from all oth- 
errs, is worth a groat deal more. 


DRY YEAST.—A largo handful of hops, 
le up in a cloth and place in a crook or 
jright stew pan; pour one and one-half 
quarts boiling water over them and 
steep 15 minutes; remove from firo, 
squeeze the water from tho hops and 
ay them aside; put one quart Hour, ono 
tablespoonful of ginger and throe of 
sugar into tho hot water, which should 
30 hot enough to thoroughly scald the 
lour; when cool, add a couple of cakes 
of good dry yeast; then stir tho mixture 
frequently; every time it rises, stir it 
lown again; let it stand over night; 
.he next morning stir as before; when 
t is all a light foam, stir thick with corn 
meal; make into cakes and dry in tho 
shade.

>oiling a short time, strain tho mass 
rhrough a wire sieve, just fine enough 
to retain the rind of tho fruit; then re- 
urn it to the kottlo and boil it down to 
ho desired consistency ; some prefer it 
,hin, as it retains more of the flavor, 
taking all caro that it does not become 
scorched in the process.

Jos you intend to use in a steamer to a 
wiling heat, and while they retain this 
icat fill them with sauce in a boiling 
state. Then cork them immediately 
with good corks, and place them whero 
they will cool slowly.

Sanitary Sleeping. 


DR. B. W. RICHARDSON protests 


against the double bed. He maintains 
that the system of having beds in which 
two persons can sleep is always to some 
extent unhealthful. 
Each little child, 


even, should havo its own little bed. No 
two children are constituted so as to re- 
quire the same kind of bed-clothing and 
the same kind of bedding. "No chil- 
dren or persons can sleep under tho 
same covering without one being tho 
cause of some discomfort to the other, 
by movement, position or drag of cloth- 
ing. 
Beyond those discomforts, how- 


ever, there is the question of emana- 
tions from tho breath. At sonic time or 
other the breath of one of the sleepers 
must, in some degree, affect the other; 
the breath is heavy, disagreeable; it 
may be so intolerable that in waking 
hours, when the senses are alive to it, it 
would be sickening soon after a short 
exposure to it. Hero in bed, with the 
senses locked up, the disagreeable odor 
may not be realized; but assuredly, be- 
cause it is not detected, it is not less in- 
jurious. 
Moreover, under tho single 


bed system it is rendered impossible to 
place very old and. very young people to 
sleep together. To tho young this is a 
positive blessing, for there is no prac- 
tice more deleterious to them than to 
sleep with the aged. The vital warmth 
that is so essential for their growth am" 
development is robbed from them by 
the aged, and they are enfeebled at i 
. time when they arc least able to. bear 
the enfeeblomont."
